distance matchea This supremacy did not 
enduro very long, for Peter Crosland, 
Geo, Parry, Rowell, Brown, Corkey, and 
other English peds, after being properly 
trained, were soon able to hold their own 
with tho famous Americana. The subject 
attracted a great deal of public attention 
in England, as it was felt that, somehow 
or other, the national honor was comprom-

So 
Sir John Aatloy, a wealthy English bai 
of sporting prociivities, otfered aa a prize a

An International Park. 


Tho suggestion made by Earl Dufferin 
in a spoech which ho dolivered shortly be- 
fore the expiration of nis term of office as 
Governor General of the Dominion, to th 
‘olfoct that the natural beauty of the te 
tory immediately adjoining Nisgara Fal 
should be restored on both sides of the 
river, and that it should be reserved 49 an 


international Park, seems likely to bear 
fruit. His Exeelloncy communteated hu 
nggestion to the Governor of the State of 
Now York, and tho result haa been that 
on Saturday last the Hon, O. Mowat, Promior 
of Ontario, his colleagues Mosars. Fras: 
Pardeo and Hardy, representing the Gov- 
‘ernment of Ontario, proceeded to tho Falls 
and there, as the Globe informs us, mot 
following commissioners appointed on 
half of the State of New York :—Licut~ 
Goyernor Dorsheimer ; President Barnard, 
‘of Columbia College, Now York ; Mr. 
George Geddes, Syracuse, N. Y.; Mr. 
Francis A. Stout, New York. Along with 
the Commissioners were Mr. James T. 
Gardner, Secretary of the New York State 
Survey, Albany; and Mr. Fred. Law 
Unated, well known as tho designer of a 
number of the principal public parka in the
